Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-19, in the reply filed on 1 1 
December 2006 is acknowledged. 

Claims 20-33 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1 December 2006. 

Claims 3, 4 and 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Claims 1 1-19 are allowed. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
intemational application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
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reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35U.S,C 102(e)). 

Claims 1, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cohen et 
al. (A, newly cited). 

Claim 1 is drawn to a method of generating regulatory (T) cells comprising incubating 
blood cells with cdt, Itx and/or a heat shock protein for sufficient time to induce differentiation, 
enrichment and/or proliferation of regulatory T cells, with claims 5 and 6 specifying a crude 
extract or pixrified form of the proteins. 

Cohen et al. teaches, e.g., at the paragraph bridging columns 13 and 14, the treatment of 
mice with hsp60 protein or hsp60 peptide pl2. As the same process step as claimed was 
performed in Cohen et al., the inherent effect of differentiation, enrichment and/or proliferation 
must have occurred as well. 

Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Young et 
al. (B, newly cited). 

Claim 1 is drawn to a method of generating regulatory (T) cells comprising incubating 
blood cells with cdt, Itx and/or a heat shock protein for sufficient time to induce differentiation, 
enrichment and/or proliferation of regulatory T cells, with claim 2 specifying that the proteins 
are secreted from at least one pathogenic organism, and with claims 5 and 6 specifying a crude 
extract or purified form of the proteins. 
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Young et al. teaches, e.g., at paragraph [0036], the treatment of T cells with heat shock 
proteins hsp60 and hsp70 from Mycobacteria tuberculosis . As the same process step as claimed 
was performed in Young et al., the inherent effect of differentiation, enrichment and/or 
proliferation must have occurred as well.
